the 


wrong track 
The switchtender 1m 


mediately saw the mistake and gave 
Engineer Galllgan 
a signal to go 


ahead 
Galllgan thought this was a 


•Ignal to get out of town so he threw 
the lever In to the front corner, braced 
bli foot against the boiler head and 
opened the throttle 


WANTED TO MAKE RECORD 
While the dispatchers were burn- 


Ing up the wires with a message, 'If 
eraijr man with engine and baggage 
car panes there head him off If jou 
can,' Galllgan was he-vlng visions of 
•breaking every record ever made on the 
Wabash 
People who saw the lone 


engine and baggage car flying past 1m 
mediately Jumped to 
the 
conclusion 


that there wa* a bad wreck aome place 
and began to call up the dispatchers 
office for Information 


When within a short 
distance of 


Sangamon, the fireman happened 
to 


glance back and to his surprise saw 
that they had only a bagg-agre car 
A 


stop was made, then Galllgan 
began 


to back up towards Detatur thinking 
that his train had broken in two and 
lie wouM> find the rest of it stranded 
In uome cut along the line 
When he 


finally arrived at the passenger sta- 
tion lie found about 500 angry people 
1'ned up along the track awaiting his 
coming.
